OF NUCLEAR FUEL SHOULD THEY CARRY OUT NUCLEAR POWER

3. JAPANESE UTILITIES NOW FACED WITH THE SERIOUS PROBLEM 
OF NUCLEAR FUEL REPROCESSING ARE REPORTED TO BE MUCH 
INTERESTED IN THE CONCEPT. A DELEGATION OF 15 TO 16 
PERSONS, INCLUDING KAZUO TAMAOKI, A MEMBER OF THE HOUSE

IN THE DEVELOPMENT OF URANIUM ENRICHMENT. LATER ON, 

MR. TAMAOKI VISITED AUSTRALIA AND HAD INFORMAL 
DISCUSSIONS WITH THE GOVERNOR OF WEST AUSTRALIA AND 
OTHER AUSTRALIAN LEADERS. 

5. THEN, LAST APRIL, PREMIER FRASER ANNOUNCED A NEW

7. WHEN EMBOFF CALLED OTSUKA, MOFA, TO PRESENT

LOWER HOUSE OF DIET (SEE REFTEL), OTSUKA ON HIS OWN 
INITIATIVE RAISED SUBJECT OF MAINICHI ARTICLE, AND WITH 
CONSIDERABLE VEHEMENCE DISCLAIMED ESSENTIALLY ENTIRE 
STORY. HE SAID HE HAD CALLED PUBLISHER OF MAINICHI TO

INQUIRE SOON ABOUT VALIDITY AND SOURCE OF INFORMATION.

RELATIONS RATHER THAN ENHANCING THEM. HE CONTINUED THAT

POSSIBLE HE WOULD PREFER TO RECEIVE US DEL AFTER JUNE 15, 

SINCE DG UN BUREAU OKAWA HAS ASKED HIM TO BE PREPARED TO 
GO TO LONDON SUPPLIERS CONFERENCE AND THEN ON TO CANADA 
FOR HABITAT CONFERENCE; LATTER ENDS JUNE 1 1 .
